AUGUST 1950 


The attached tables 1 and 2 summarize the vital events for Japan, total 
"shi" (cities having 30,000 or more population), total "gun" (areas with less 
than 30,000 populaticn), and each prefecture for the month of August 1950, Rates 
for live births, ceaths (all ages), marriages, and divorces are the number of 
events per 1,000 population estimated as of 1 July 1949 and are computed on an 
annual basis. Rates for infant ceaths and stillbirths are the number of events 
per 1,000 live births in August 1950. 


Live Births: tore were 192,572 live births in August compared with 
186, 208 last month, The live birth rate (per 1,000 population per annum) 
iaecensed 3 percent from 26.7 to 27.6. The tosr ewe rate was 12 percent below the 
corresponding rates for 1949 (31.4) and 1948 (31.3), but slightly higher than 
the Avgust median rate (27.2) for the 7 year period 1935-1941. 


The live bith rate for all "shi" (27.7) was only slightly higher than that 
(27.5) for e€1l1 "gun", Twenty-eight prefectural rates were within plus or minus lO . 
percent of the national average, eight were higher anc ten lower, Nagasaki was 
the only prefecture to record a rate (34.2) more than 20 percent above the all 
Japan figure, while two orefectures (Kyoto, 21.4 end Nagano, : 21.6) — rates more 
than 20 percent below, 


Deaths (all ages): During Avgust there were 73,820 deaths compared with 
72,018 in July, The current death rate (10.4), per 1,000 papulation per annum, 
was 3 percent greater than last menth (10,3), but was the lowest August death rate 
of recorc. It was 5 percent below the corresncne ing rate last year (11.2), 
nearly 10 percent less than the same rate in 194% (11.7), enc more than 40 percent 
below the August median rate (18.3) for the 7 year period 1935-1941. 


The death rate for all "shi" (10.2) wes 6 »ercent less than that (10.38) for 
all "gun". Three-fcourths of the prefectures (34) recorcee rates within a range 
of plus cr minus 10 percent of the netional aversce, Seven prefectures had rates 
more than 10 percent above the Janan rete, inclucing Saitama, Aomceri, and Fukui 
Prefectures with rates more than 20 percent above, Only five prefectures had rates 
more than 10 percent below the average for the country. The lowest ceath rate was 
credited to Kanagawa Prefecture (9.0) and was 15 vercent below the national 
average. ; 


Deaths and ceath rates (ner 100,000 vcnulation ner annum) for the 10 leading 
causes of death are shown in table 3. These 10 causes eccounted for 50,285 ceaths 
more than two-thirds of sll ceaths Curing August. Changes frem the July level were 
evenly divided with 5 causes increasing anc 5 Gecreasing. Tysentery increased 13. 
percent from 412.2 to 48.6 ane rese from eighth to seventh position among the ten 
leading causes of ceath. The ceath rete fcr vescular lesions affecting the centra’ 
nervous system increased 8 percent from 101.4 te 109.7 and lesser increases were 
recorded for enterites and colites, ulceration ef the intestines and diarrhea, all 
ages (from 109.3 to 114.3); scnelity and serile psychosis (from 51.0 to 53.7); andé 
accidents and pcisonings (fro: 60.7 to 61,7). Pneumonize, including pneumonia of . 
the newborn, accountec for the largest cecrease, 18 percent. Heart ciseases 
decreased 9 vercent from 51.9 to 47.4 anc the remaining three causes cecreased 
slightly.
